BASEBALL FIGHT ON. 
AMERICAN LEAGUE WARLIKE. 
IA. F. EARLY A.M. REPORT.} 

CHICAGO, Jan. 1.—The Times-Her- 
ald says that in a secret conference 
lasting for several hours, a majority of 
the American Baseball League mag- 
nates decided to declare war on the 
national league, and break the national 
agreement, which has been in force 
since February 24, 1996. Present at 
this meeting, which is destined to be

{A P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—It is proba- 
bie that the month will be marked by 
a complete reorganization of the mill- 
tary commands in Cuba. The impres- 
sion prevaiis that there is to be a heavy 
tion In the commands and it is 
intimated that the outcome will be the 
creation of two departments, instead 
of the six which originally comprised 
Cuba and the four into which the isiand 
is now divided. Gen. Wilson, who com- 
mands the combined departments of 
Matanzas and Santa Clara, has been 
ordered to Washington and it is not 
the present intention that he shall re- 
turn to Cuba. 

It isp said that while here he, with 
Gen. Davis who is from Pue 
Rico, and is due at New York Jan 

5, will confer with the committees of 
having to do with the creation 
of a new form of government for 
Puerto Rico and with legislation for 
Cuba during the time it shall remain 
under American control. 

The combined department of Santi- 
ago and Puerto Princi - — a 
commander, althcugh the duties of the 
post vacated by Gen, Wood upon his 
promotion to the Governor-Generalship 
are being temporarily discharged 
the serior colonel.

MUSICAL TOPICS. 


Concert Pitch. 


(Thomas J. Kelly Omaha Bee:] An 
‘out-of-town correspondent writes anent 
the proper pitch to which a piano 
should be tuned. and complains that 
in many towns it is customary to get 
the plano up to concert pitch - 
cause there is going to be a concert, 
presumably.) and the fact that there is 
not yet an established onitch among 
piano tuners is to be deplored. 

The orchestras of the world, one may 
say, have adopted the international 
pitch, which is about a quarter of a 
tone lower than concert. Most piano 
tuners in the cities use the interna- 
tional pitch, but in smaller towns, for 
some reason or other, concert pitch 
seems to have the preference. It might 
be sald that the voice should be able 
to sing at any pitch, but while all 
artists should be able to accommodate 
themselves to unexpected conditions, 
there is no doubt that a singer, being 
obliged to articulate distinctly, suffers 
from inconvenience when he is accom- 

oes on an inetrument tuned to a 

gher pitch than the one to which he 
— 


Instruments.

American inventions, are being un 
proved ‘so rapidly that genuine musical 
enjoyment can be derived from them, 
even by the mcst.critical, and in the 
matter of execution, they accomplish 
feats that no planist can approximate. 
The chief difficulty that remains to 
be overcome in these lustruments of 
the plano type, is the ability to em- 
phase special tones and to subdue 
the accompaniment § in places where 
the melody must de prominent. At 
present ghese difficulties insuper- 
able, and yet it would be foolish to 
deny that Yankee ingenuity may not 
overcorre them. In rapid and brilliant 
music, the new instruments produce 
more ratisfartery results than the ma- 
jority of pianists on the old plan.

XIL—ANDREW JACKSON. 
BY ANDREW c. M'LAUGHLIN, LL.B. 


Andrew Jackson is one of the most 
conspicuous and important characters 
in American histery. His prominence 
is in large measure due, not to the 
fact that he was in himself a great 
constructive statesman like Hamilton, 
or @ great orator like Clay, but to the 
fact that his election to the Presi- 
dency and his subsequent career mark 
out a new era in American politics 
and a new stage in the development 
of democracy. The more carefully one 
studies his life, the more one is led 
to look upon him as not so much a per- 
sonal force, as an exponent of condi- 
tions, as a center from which can be 
seen the United States as it was in 
1830, and the fresh impulses that were 


expressing themselves in the social ; 


and political activities of the people. 

He was born in South Carolina—at 
least, so he said himself, but Parton 
insists that North Carolina was his 
birthplace. Such a dispute is the 
strongest proof of a very humble origin. 
His boyhood was spent in poverty, in 
squalor, in the midst of coarse sur- 
roundings, and there is little or no 
indication that he sought to rise * 
circumstances, or that, like Lincoln, 
ambitious and energetic, he studjously 
sought either learning or culture. His 
early life is unedifying and uninterest- 
ing, for it gave no promise of a career 
above that of his rollicking, careless, 
ignorant companions, who reveled in 
cock fighting, card playing, and in all 
sorts of mischief and horseplay. 

He began the study of the law 
(1784,) but he was not fitted either by 
temperament or industry to a law- 
yer, and never knew much law; per- 
haps it is not right to suggest that he 
knew even its fundamental principles 
thoroughly. He naturally was averse 
to theoretical principles of any sort. 

Just after he became of age he moved 
into Tennessee and entered upon a life 
in the frontier community. He fitted 
well into this environment, for rough 


rapidly over his success as an m indian 
fighter and the national renown 
gained in the war of 1812 by e 
ing the Creeks and winning the battle 
of New Orleans over the seasoned vet- 
erans of Packenham. And we cannot 
more than mention his invasion of 
Florida and the victories of the dem- 
inole war (1818.) In all places where 
there was need of forceful, vanhesitating 
action, where difficulties were to de 
overcome by sheer determination and 
unrelenting purpose, he always showed 
unusual capacity, as 
ing vigor and skill, m managing, or, 
rather, commanding, his subordinates. 
Jackson was put forward as a can- 


didate for the Presidency in 18%. His 
opponents Henry Clay, John 
Quincy A and William H. Craw- 


ford. That his name should be men- 
tioned at all may seem strange 
but it is stranger still that he should 
have received more e ral votes 
than any one of the others.

force, courage and love of conflict were 
much more in demand than culture and 
book learning. The man who could 
succeed at the bar, or at anything else, 
must be ready to play his part in a 
tavern brawl or to respond promptly 
to the demands of the code of honor. 
Jackson was naturally quarreisome 
and domineering, and he did not lack 
opportunity for exercising his native 
propensities. We read of duels, in one 
of which he killed his man; of feuds 
and fights of one kind and another as 
— in his Tennessee career, and 
he carried in his body for twenty 
years a bullet from the pistol of one 
of the Bentons, with whom he was en- 
gaged in a disgraceful row in a tavern. 

This was poor preparation for public 
service as a President of the United 
States, and we can never go over the 
details of this turbulent life without 
amazement that this irritable, pug- 
nacious man should be lifted out of the 
society in which he swaggered and 
fought to become the chief magistrate 
of a great nation. Even stranger does 
it appear that during the years of 
which we have been speaking, he held 
a number of public offices that seem 
honorable and dignified. He was pub- 
lic prosecutor, Judge, Representative 
in Congress, United States Senator. 
But the character of the man and his 
fitness for responsibility in a position 
where discretion and calm judgment 
were needed are well indicated by the 
words of Jefferson, who, in 1824, said 
of him: “When I was president of the 
Senate he was a Senator, and he could 
never speak on account of the rashness 
of his feelings. I have seen him at- 
tempt it repeatedly, and as ofte 

choke with rage.” In 1818 Monroe 
asked Jefferson what he thought of 
the wisdom of appointing Jackson 
Minister to Russia, and the venerable 
ex-President responded, in what seem 
to be words of astonishment at Mon- 
roe's temerity: “Why, good G—d, he 
would breed you a quarrel before he 
had been there a month.” 

I have gone over some of the more 
important facts of Jackson's early 
career in order to bring out somewhat 
clearly the society from which he 
emerged, as well as the essential char- 
acter of the man. Although in later 
years as President of the United States 
his manners were usually dignified and 
courteous, although he had a remark- 
able facility in winning adherents and 
holding friends, and gave evidence also 
of a strong, mental grasp of things in 
which he was personally interested, es- 
pecially of those which aroused his an- 
tagoniesm, we cannot understand the 
more important events of his later 
life, nor the significance of his elec 
tion to the Presidency, unless we 


spirit. The people of 1828, 
in American achievement and vain of 
American success in self-government, 


turned instinctively to a man from the ..gome manner a 


great west, a self-made man, whose, 
forcefulness and native vigor appeal 
to their imagination. 

The careful student of American 
social character will see that some of 
its distinguishing features are to be 
understood only when judged from the 
standpoint of the frontier. Each por- 
tiom of the country has at some time 
been a frontier, and the characteristics 
of the West appeal to the frontier tem- 
perament which is still remaining in 
the East, though partly glossed over or 
covered up by the results and products 
of later developments. Jackson ap- 
pealed, therefore, to the true American 
sentiment, which admires the seit- 

e man, the man who has sur- 
mounted obstacles and risen by dint of 
his own efforts and not because of in- 
herited wealth or position, a sentiment 
which is distinctly a product of the 
frontier, and which is in large meas- 
ure, sensible, sound and wholésome, 
but which may on occasion wrongly 
manifest itself. The true democratic 
spirit takes account of what a man 
is, not of his ancestry or his oppor- 
tunities, and declares that each man 
must given a chance to make the 
most of himself and be judged by what 
he has accomplished, and what he 
has come to be; but it does not glorify 
deficiencies in ability or culture. 

The inauguration of Jackson ushered 
in the spoils system. This came de- 
cause of the personal peculiarities of 
Jackson, who believed that all who 
were not for him were against him, 
and who had been bred in a school 
where men rewarded their friends and 
did no good to those that despitefully 
used them. It came also ause the 
adherents of Adams and Clay were 
looked upon as supporters of a cor- 
rupt coalition; because there was a 
demand that the aristocracy of office- 
holders be overthrown; because the 
spoils system had for years prevailed 
in some of the States, and this elec- 
tion gave the spoils politician his 
chance: because the people resented 
the idea that training and experience 
or that expert knowledge were 
needed for the performance of official 
duty; because at the time there was 
a clamorous and strident declaration 
that one man was just as good as 


another and just as much entitled to”

MOROSCO’S BURBANK THEATER. 
Dailey'’s Stock Company opened an 
engagement at this theater on Sunday 
evening before an audience which filled 
nearly every avaliable seat in the 


house. The play presented is called 
“The New South”’—which is, perhaps, 
as good a name for it as any—end-is 
by Joseph Grismer. 

If the reputation of Mr. Grismert 
rests upon this play, there 6 little 
probability that his name will go thun- 
dering down the ages alongside of that 
of William of Avon. The play has 
some good situations and some strong 
lines. It is devoid of sustained inter- 
est and sequence. It tells a story of 
considerable merit, but tells it crudely, 
and rather in the manner of the 
“penny dreadful” than in that of the 
rational, acceptable or novel. 
Not much fault is to be found with 
the terials used as with the play- 
wright's use of them. His play is melo- 
dramatic, overwrought, and inartistic 
in its out . His pathos too 
often degenerates into bathos, and 30 
fails to lay hold of the auditor's sym- 
pathies. Clumsy expedients and im- 
possible happenings tax the credulity 
beyond forgiveness or charity. The in- 
cidenta set forth in the play~a synop- 
sis of which has appeared in these col- 
umns—could never have happened in 
the South—new or otherwise—nor in 
any other country on the round earth. 
And s the action is forced, stilted, and 
at thmes utterly beyond belief. 

In proportion as a playwright departs 
from the probable, he weakens his 
hold upon the hearts and the sympa- 
thies of his public. But he may not, 
without disaster (from the view-point 
of rational art) Se the poss'- 
ble, unless, ind ‘ strikes boldly 
into the realm of the ideal—the imag- 
inative—where all things are possible, 
but where none can survive save those 
who are absolute masters of their art. 

If we consider Mr. Grismer’s play as 
a melodrama, pure and simple, more 
leniency is demanded: for your melo- 
‘dramatist is not required to make nice 
artistic diacriminations, nor to split 
hairs over trifies. His heroes and he- 
roines must “get there” under all cir- 
cumstances. His villains and their vil- 
lainies must be crushed at all hazards, 
and at whatever cost. He lays on his 
colors with a whitewash brush. so to 
speak, and thus attains certain broad 
effects, without much reference to the 
means or the methods employed to 
that end. If Mr. Grismer’s play be 
measured by this standard, the verdict 
must be that it is a qualified success. 
He might have splashed the colors on 
the canvas more lavishly. He might 
have shed several quarte more of gor?, 
and he might have cried chaos in more 
stentorſan tones; all without offense— 
nay, even with positive delight—to the 
deities of. the topmost tier. 

But, euf bono? It is not mah 
have been, but what is, that we are to 
consider. There is no doubt that the 
Dailey company, given a rational, well- 
constructed, symmetrical play, would 
present it effectively; for the several 
members of the cast, in the play un- 
der copsigeration, do conscientious and, 
fairly work, almost without ex- 
ception, go far as they are permitted 
by the hard exigencies and the often 
unreasonable exactions of the ro'es 
assigned them. It is hardly worth while 
to particularize, to any extent. Play- 
ers, however capable, can make but 
a sd (in an artistic sense) out of roles 
which fo them into false, unnatural. 
or Impossible: pesitions... . 

Darrel Vinton could improve his 
rendering of the character of Capt.

HAZING IN ENGLAND. — 


AMERICAN CUSTOM FOUNDED ON

THE ALLEGAN METEORITE 


FROM CELESTIAL SPACE TO OUR 
NATIONAL MUSEUM. | 

The “Allegan Meteorite,” as they 
call it at the National Museum, is the 
latest thing of its kind in the scien- 
tific world, says the New York Her- 
ald. It came to earth about 8 o‘clock 
one fine morning last July, with 
Thomas Hill, on the Saugatuck road, 
Allegan, Mich., as its lighting place. 
It was a mixture of stone and iron, 


and is supposed to have weighed sev- 
enty pounds when it fell. As it is seen 
at the National Museum, Washington, 
D. C., now it is labeled sixty-two and 
one-half pounds. Several pounds of it 
were broken or hacked off by relic loy- 
ers before it got safely into the sci- 
entifie clutches of the museum. 

It was not so awfully hot when it 
fell, as is attested by the fact that the 
leaves and grass into which it fell 
were but very slightly ch 

The stone as now seen at the mu- 
seum, is about seventeen inches long 
by twelve inches thick, and is rather 
irregular in shape. One end of it is 
badly shattered. It is polyhedral in 
outline, the larger surfaces are convex 
and are covered with a thin black 
crust. 

This meteorite is so soft that. it will 
fall away to sand when pressed be- 
tween the thumb and fingers. It is, 
therefore, kept in a glass case. It is 
probable that the earth is frequently 

barded by meteorites, but it is pro- 
tected by the atmosphere, which for 
a distance of some forty miles acts es 
a cushion to keep the meteorites off. 

The Tucson meteorite is the most fa- 
mous and best known at the museum. 
It fell upon the Santa Catalina Moun- 
tains, near Tucson, Aris, and is said 
to have long been used by the natives 
as an anvil. It weighs 1400 pounds, 
and has a great hole through the mid- 
die of it, as if it were meant to be 
carried around on the neck of an ox. 
There are between 300 and 400 meteo- 
rites in the National Museum of va- 
rious shapes and sizes, and brought 
from all parts of the world. The Hessie 
meteorite fell on thin ice, but so thor- 
oughly was it held up by the atmo- 
spheric cushion that it did not break 
the ice and rebounded, unbroken, itself. 
The Warrenton, Mo., meteorite, weigh- 
ing 100 pounds, barely penetrated the 
ground. The time of their flight is so 
small that it is measured by seconds. 

Some of the meteorites are so soft 
and inflammable that they burn read- 
lly by the flame of a candle. Certain 
of them, as the Canon Diablo of Ari- 
zona,” contain microscopic diamonds.

The indus- 
tries of America, so far as taste is 
concerned, would be in a sad plight if 
put upon thelr own resources, ac- 
cordance with the intentions of recent 
legislation, and as partially realized in 
the exclusion of foreign fabrics that 
compete with home products. French 
exhibitions are, to the whole world, ob- 
ject-lessons concerning the attainable, 
They usually give a humiliating pang 
to the foreign visitors Whose eyes are 
open, and whose judgment is not dulled 
by protectionistic conceit.

OTHER PAPERS. 
“The Club Organ” was the caption 


gave a most interesting talk, advocat- 
ing that each farmers’ club adopt a 
particular newspaper for its official 
organ. The reasons for so doing are 
obvious—although Mr. Griffith ad- 
vanced them very cogently and his 
discugsion was enthusiastically re- 
ceived. He dwelt on the importance 
of the farmers as a class, and be- 
lieved that they should be as educated 
as any other. This could be done 
the newspaper, which would bind all 
the farmers as a unit. 

Mr. Griffith’s talk called forth a 
lively discussion, and a committee to 
take the matter under advisement was 
voted to be appointed. L. M. Holt 
of Los Angeles was of the opinion 
that the clubs should not allow them- 
selves to select any particular news- 
paper and bestow its favors on it to 
the exclusion of all other journals. He 
believed that the club should stand by 
all the newspapers, wherever they be, 
that are interested in the farmers’ 
work. Dr. C. G. Baldwin of Ciare- 
mont thought a middie course advisa- 
ble—though impracticable, perhaps, at 
present. Information as it is now 
found in the newspapers, he believed, 
is very inaccurate, scanty and unsatis- 
factory, and the one thing desirable is 
an organ conducted and supported by 
the clubs for their own benefit, and 
their own advancement. 

One of the most entertaining 
of the afternoon session was that of 
Mrs. M. D. Withington of the Es- 
condido Club. Its title was “Nature 
Studies in Our Schools for Instruct- 
ing in Horticulture.” Although the 
courses of study as now found in our 
schools are already overcrowded, the 
lady thought that, with teachers in- 
terested in the subject, certain sub- 
stitutions of work could be made that 
would allow great advancement in 
this important line of work. The 
people of Southern California are al- 
most altogether out of doors, and they 
certainly have excellent opportunity 
for study, and it should surely be 
possible for children to take adyan- 
tage of it.

EVENING SESSION. 

The evening session began at 7:30 
o'clock. It was largely attended. After 
music by a men’s quartette composed 
of Messrs. Stone and Stone and Ellarby 
and Ellarby, the first paper of the 
evening was read by James Morgan, 
representing the Santa Barbara Horti- 
cultural Society, on “The Economic 
Use of Water in Irrigation.” The 
speaker dweit on four economies: 
First, the preparation of the soil so as 
to drink in and retain as much as pos- 
sible of the winter rainfall, with win- 
ter irrigation, if the rainfalljis not 
copious. Second, thorough soaking of 
as much of the soil as is possible at 
each irrigation. Third, thorough and 
intense cultivation as soon after irri- 
gation as the ground can be worked. 
Fourth, applying the water in such a 
manner as to reach the roots and lead 
them downward, with as little evapo- 
ration as possible. 

In a discussion of topic, Dr. 8. 
M. Woodbridge announced, from cer- 
tain experiments of his, the amount 
of water neccssary to grow an orange. 
Although not yet prepared to give 
definite figures, he makes the inter- 
esting statement that about two hun- 
dred tons of water will produce 100 
tons of oranges. 

The next paper was read by Dr. C. 
G. Baldwin of the Claremont Club, 
whose subject was “Pumping Water.“ 
He referred to the vast underground 
sources of water, especially the San 
Bernardino and San Jacinto and the 
San Fernando basins, which he es- 
teemed permanent and very safe. The 
foothill wells he regarded as of tempo- 
rary value ause of their limited 
drainage area. He «ave the results 
of pumping plants, of the best sort, 
at about 1 cent per day of twenty-four 
hours to lift one miner's inch, or 12.680 
gallons, five to six feet out of wells, 
count the distillate at 13 cents and 
oil at $1.50 per barrel. This for fuel 
only. From reservoirs to higher levels 
it could be Ufted six to seven feet for 
1 cent. He cautioned against cheap 
plants and dishonest and ignorant deal- 
ers, and recmmended careful investi- 
gation of successful plants, the em- 
ployment of a careful consulting engi- 
neer, and in closing contracts he rec- 
ommended employment of a good law- 
yer. Junk heaps were very common. 
Poor plants the rule. Both these re- 
suits could be easily prevented by good 
advice. 

The last subject of the evening was 
“Water Reservoirs. It was discussed 
by J. B. Lippincott and George H. 
Maxwell. Mr. Lippincott talked first 
and mentioned interesting facts anent 
the drainage basins of Southern Cali- 
fornia. He believes that this section 
has more to hope for from gravel beds 
than from storage reservoirs. This 
talk was illustrated by stereopticon 
views of the hydrographic branch of 
the geological survey. 

When George H. Maxwell of San 
Francisco took the floor, everyone was 
eager to hear what he had to say 
about Federal storage reservoirs. He 
poke vigorously of the various objects 
ef the national irrigation movement 
and pointed out that the whole matter 
„t irrigation is not remote, but on the 
eontrary is of immediate and positive 
coneern to everybody in the western 
part of the United States. These are 
arid regions; not that rain does not 
fall here. but it is not preserved. The 
government should preserve it. Could 
this be done, the human mind could 
rever picture the migration 
‘hat would immediately, set wertward. 
Private enterprice ca t do this: it 
must be done by the inexhaustible re- 
sources of the government of the 
United States. The time ts ripe for

FRUIT SHIPPING POOL. 
ARBITRARY ACTION OF RAILROADS 
AS TO ROUTING. 


Absolute Right to Control Ship- 
ments Beyond Their Own Terminals 
Demanded by Both Railroad Com- 
panies—Effect of the Order Most 
Serious to the Fruit Interests. 


The new agreement between the 
Southern Pactfic and the Santa Fé 
Railroad companies by which those 
companies seek to absolutely control 
the routings of cars of citrus fruits 
shipped from this State, went into ef- 
fect yesterday. As a result of the agree- 
ment the business of moving this 
year's crop of lemons and oranges to 
ets is at a standstill. 


devoid of the usual 
such documents, is per 

p in the instructions which, as 
a result of the agreement with the 
Santa Fé, the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany issued to its agents in this sec- 
tion. It follows: 

“To enable it to guarantee through 
rates, the absolute and unqualified 
right of routing beyond its own termi- 
nals is reserved by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company. Diversions in transit 
will not be permitted except by consent 
of initial carrier.” 

The effect of this is to take from the 
shipper ali voice in the matter of se- 
lecting the route which shall be taken 
by his carload of oranges or lemons, 
and practically takes the control of 
the consignment out of the hands of 
the man who ships it and leaves it 
with the railroad company. That a 
contest will be made by the shippers is 
certain; in fact, the foundation for a 
contest was laid yesterday morning at 
Riverside, which was a practical dem. 
onstration of the workings and force of 
the new railroad agreement. 

The Consolidated Forwarding Com- 
pany. which in the course of the season 
would handle upward of six thousand 
carloads of fruit, tendered for shipment 
to the Southern Pacific agent at that 
point several carloads of oranges con- 
signed to points east. The agent, act- 
ing under instructions from his com- 
pany, refused to receive the fruit un- 
less the special routing clause were 
stricken from the bill of consignment. 
This clause gives to the shipper the 
right to designate the route in order to 
meet the emergencies of the market. 
To strike this clause from the bill would 
have the effect of placing the cars ab- 
solutely in the hands of the railroad, 
and the consignor would have no more 
control of it, no matter what the emer- 
gency in any eastern market. 

The rallroad agent, when asked what 
relief was afforded shippers, informed 
the company that the commercial rate 
was open to them—that is, they could 
pay the regular freight rate of $2.66 per 
100 pounds, and the railroad company 
would accept the routing clause. If the 
routing clause were stricken out, the 
rate would be the usual $1.25 per 100 
pounds, or about 90 cents per box, the 
rate that has heretofore prevailed. The 
acceptance of this “relief” would mean 
the payment of $1.91% a box on 
oranges—a figure so high es to prohibit 
the trangaction of business. 

From the Riverside agent of the 
Santa Fé the Forwarding Company 
received about the same treatment as 
the Southern Pacific Company gave 
them. The company immediately com- 
municated with President Ripley of 
the Santa Fé, stating to him that the 
two railway companies have notified 
shippers of citrus fruits that beginning 
yesterday they would arbitrari!, route 
shipments East. Mr. Ripley was in- 
formed that during the season the Con- 
solidated Forwarding Company would 
forward about six thousand carloads of 
fruit and that they protested against 
the action taken by the Pacific Const 
representative of the company. “We 
have today tendered fruit routed by 
us, continues the company’s protest, 
“which has been refused by your 
agents unless we waive routing. This 
we refuse to do, and the cars are stand- 
ing loaded on your tracks. This will 
result in financial bes to some one, re- 
sponsibility for which will have to be 
determined later. It looks to us as 
though vour Pacific Coast representa- 
tives and the private car lines had mu- 
tual financial interests in this matter. 
Shippers of all other commodities ex- 
cept citrvs fruit are privileged to route 
business. We therefore consider-the ur- 
tion taken against us a discrimination 
and illecal. 

The shipping company in addition to 
makine its protest to the president of 
the Santa Fé Ratlread Company, has 
suggested that he direct hie ropresen- 
tatives in this State to hold the arbi- 
trary routing in abeyance until the 
matter can be fully Investicga‘ed. 

Much will depend upon President 
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Ripley’s reply, but in the mean time 
the growers will be able to send little 


terms of the railroad companies, which 
they are not disposed to do because they 
believe the new rule a discrimination 
and an injustice. More than one 
grower has expressed the belief that 
the private car lines have had much 
to do with this new deal and that the 
order is an effort to compel them to 
patronize such lines. The patronage 
of the private car lines this year and 
last has been much less than during 
former years, in spite of their efforts 
to control the citrus business. 


HOW BIRDS TALK. 
THEY POSSESS A VERY CONSID- 
ERABLE VOCABULARY. 


* 
A Goveroment Expert Boys That 
Their Language is Superior to That 
ef Monkcys—Notes Indicating All 
the Emotions—Song Birds not the 
Best Talkers. 


{The Pathfinder:}] Much interest has 
been taken in the scientific world of 
late about the languages of various 
animals, and, as our readers know, 4 
museum for this study has been es- 
tablished at the University of Penn- 


} sylvania. The popular notion has been 


that the monkeys would be found to 
possess the most  highly-developed 
language, as they are high in the scale 
of evolution. But now comes some 
testimony in favor of bird language. 
Prof. Nelson R. Wood, the taxidermist 
of the National Museum here at 
Washington, has been studying bird 
sounds for years. Last week he talked 
with a Washington correspondent, 
giving the gist of his conclusions most 
entertainingly and instructively, as 
follows: 

“I don't want to be understood as 
saying that it is of a high order of 
development,” said Prof. Wood, “be- 
cause long study of the subject has 
developed the fact that the languaye 
of birds, while sufficient for their 
somewhat limited needs, is necessar- 
lly crude. And yet I do not hesitate 
to say that bird language is far ahead 
of anything thus far deve.oped by or 
likely to come of investigations into 
the talk of monkeys. 

“As I said recently before the Amer- 
ican Ornithologists’ Union, the lan- 
guage of birds is now well enough de- 
tined by careful study to classify it as 
such. It is impossible to demonstrate 
in print practically how far progress 
has been made in the development of 
bird language, because it is only by 
correctly imitating the various sounds 
of bird notes expressing dinerent feei- 
ings that we can demonstrate the 
wonderful gifts they have. 

“An interesting phase of the study 
of bird language is the discovery that 
it is not the most highly-developed 
birds that have the greatest variety 
of sounds expressing different things, 
and therefore the largest vocabulary. 
On the contrary, the common feild 
crow has a vocabulary more expressive 
and of a wider range than many of 
the finest song birds. In all the com- 
parisons, however, I except the par- 
rot, which I regard as more of a hu- 
man than a bird. 

“The bird language has notes indi- 
cating all the emotions—envy, love. 
jealousy, contentment. alarm, pain, 
pleasure. It is sufficiently comprehben- 
sive for the needs of the different 
families, and that it is thoroughly un- 
derstood even by the young birds at 
an early age is demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of all who have given the 
subject any serious and intelligent con- 
sideration. 

I assert that the language of birds 
is of a higher order than anything it 
is possible to make out of the chatter 
of a band of monkeys. And yet I do 
not place the bird ahead of the monkey 
in the scale of intelligence. It Is the 
monkey's imitative faculty which im- 
presses us. His chattering sound are 
not susceptible of intelligent gradation 
into more than the simpler expressions.

TERRITORY INSPECTED BY THE 
CONGRESSIONAL PARTY. 


— 


Phoenix Street Railway Sold by 
Receiver Under Decree—Cattlemen 
and Sheep-ownérs Fail to Agree on 
the Opening of Forest Reserves 
to Grazing. 


PHOENIX (Aru.) Dec. 28.—{Regular 
Correspondence.} For the past several 
days Arizona has had distinguished 
visitors “in her midst. The party com- 
prised Senator George L. Shoup of 
Idaho, chairman of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Territories, Senator C. D. Clark 
of Wyoming, Binger Hermann, Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office, 
and Brig.-Gen. F. C. 
of the record and pension office of the 
War Department. The visitors were 
guided westward by Gov. Miguel Otero 
of New Mexico, Gov. N. O. Murphy of 
Arizona, and Solomon Luna, Repubii- 
ean National Committeeman for New 
Mexico. Though both Senators have 
been known as staunch friends of the 
western Territories, the trip was un- 
dertaken by them primarily with the 
object of securing personal evidence 
on which to base argument this winter 
in favor of the admission of Arizcna 
and New Mexico. 

In New Mexico there were receptions 
at Santa Fé and Albuquerque, and.all 
the prominent men of the sister Ter- 
ritory were on hand to pour Stat hood 
argument into receptive minds. Gov. 
Otero and Mr: Luna dropped out at 
Albuquerque. At Prescott Tuesday 
evening the travelers were tend red a 
reception at the residence of Frank M. 
Murphy. Mrs. Murphy in receiving was 
assisted by her sister, Miss Helen 
Meany, and attendant was a large rep- 
resentation of the society of northern 
Arizona. Wednesday morning was 
spent at the Congress mine, about mid- 
way between Prescott and Phoenix, 
where, 2600 feet below the surface. Sen- 
ator Shoup declared himself satisfied 
that Arizona gold mines went down,’ 
and that their ledges lost none of their 
richness or size with depth. Phoenix 
was reached by the special train (a ly 
in the afternoon.

The Phoenix Street Railway has been 
sold by Receiver Harry Heap, under 
decree of sale sought by the Valley 
Bank of Phoenix, trustee for mortgage 
bondholders. The only bidter was B. 
N. Pratt. His bid for $33,342 was in 
pursuance of some compromise ef- 
fected, an agreement that is under- 
stood not to affect in the least the con- 
trolling interest held in the road by 
Gen. M. H. Sherman. Ender the re- 
ceivership the line has been improve! 
to a marked degree. The roadbed has 
been improved, new copper trolley wire 
has been strung, the rolling stock has 
been rejuvenated and the system made 
a credit to the city.

COLORED CITIZENS’ OBSERVANCE 
OF EMANCIPATION DAY. 


Lincoln Glorified by a Grateful 
People—Progress of Race Reviewed. 


When a negro celebrates he usually 
devotes his entire time and attention 
to the matter in hand, Hence it hap- 
pened that when the congregation 
Wesley Chapel, Methodist Episc 
Church, Sixth and Maple, decided to 
celebrate the thirty-seventh anniver- 
sary of the emancipation of the col- 
ored race from bondage, the entire day 
was given over to the exercises of the 
occasion. 

January 1. 1863, the Emancipation 
Prociamation of Abraham Lincoln 
struck the shackies from 4,000,000 bond- 
men. it was to fittingly celebrate that 
great event that Pastor F. L. Donohoe 
of Wesiey Chapel and his congregation 
held three services yesterday. 

The exercises began at 10:30 o'clock, 
when Kev. Donohoo preached an able 
sermon to a good audience from the 
theme “The Wals Have Fallen.“ At 
2:38 o'clock the congregation met in a 
Freedman s Jubiiee piaise meeting, at 
which time ell ex-slaves were given an 
Opportunity to tell ot their experi- 
ences and how they felt upon emerg- 
ing from bondage to freedom. Rev. 
Donohoo, after leading the singing in a 
spirited manner for a half hour, opened 
the ball by relating how his mother 
was sold from East Tennessee while he 
was a baby and how she worked her 
way back when the siaves received 
their freedom. His memory was just 
able to recall the events near the close 
of the war when his father in military 
clothes came to the old plantation to 
take him away. 

A. A. Watkins, who was a slave in 
South Carolina, referred to Jesus 
Christ and Abraham Lincoln as 
Saviors and liberators of the human 
race. A Mr. Morton told how he was 
a poor slave boy with not even an 
education to aid him, but he has been 
able to accumulate considerable prop- 
erty and live a happy life. Some happy 
brother started the song “Is Anybody 
Here Getting Ready to Die? and 
r. were shouts of “Yes, Lord,” from
